CANADA’S NATAL DAY 

The declaration .of Hon. S. F. Tol- 
mie, the former Minister of Agricul¬ 
ture, in his speech during the Budget 
debate that Canadians should cele¬ 
brate the First of July as thoroughly 
as citizens of the United States cele¬ 
brates the" Fourth, should'be remem¬ 
bered. As a people we fall down la¬ 
mentably in our outward manifesta¬ 
tion of a national spirit. Dominion I 
Day, the anniversary of the Confeder¬ 
ation that gives us the present Domin¬ 
ion of Canada, should be a most signi- 
cant occasion, marked each year by 
appropriate patriotic exercises through 
out the length and breadth of the 
country. Is it so marked ? The an¬ 
swer need not be given since the First 
of July has become nothing more than 
a holiday. Thousands of new Cana¬ 
dian citizens know nothing about the 
anniversary • that is being celebrated, 
and only the newspapers try to en¬ 
lighten them as to'the historic import¬ 
ance of the day. The contrast across 
the international line on the Fourth 
is marked. The anniversary' is made 
to stand for something, and is used 
for a nation-wide patriotic demonstra¬ 
tion that makes the people of the Un¬ 
ited States take a new pride in their 
country. There is no reason why a 
similar use should not be made of Do¬ 
minion Day in Canada. All organiza¬ 
tions in town should take cognizance 
of Hon. Dr. Tolmie’s statement and 
ask themselves if there is not some¬ 
thing that they can do to bring about 
a proper celebration of Canada’s 
natal day. 

RACE TREASON 

Since the bootlegging of liquor into 
United States is becoming increasing¬ 
ly hazardous and decreasingly profit¬ 
able, the lawless element, says a de¬ 
spatch from New York, is turning to 
the bootlegging of below-standard im- 
grants. It is estimated that 60,000 
aliens were thus smuggled into Unit¬ 
ed States during the last six months 
of 1924. The total profits from this 
trade, for 1924, are figured at $30,0(8)- 
(00. It is something to be alarmed 
about. To smuggle in bootleg liquor 
is treason to the American constitu- i 
tion end poisonous to a few thousand 
American stomachs. To smuggle in 
undesirable aliens is treason to the 
whole white race and poisonous to the 
blood of this civilization. The 

drunken rr.uT. will cither get over it or 
die. His debauch will wear off. But 
to pr llute th_ blood stream of a nation 
with lower alien strains is to debauch 
the whole life of that nation and to 
mark it indci'bly with impotency and 
confusion. 

DECIDES TO PROSECUTE 

The Dominion government has de¬ 
cided to prosecute the alleged fruit 
combine charged with criminal actions 
by Commissioner Lewis Duncan in his 
official report. This will come as wel¬ 
come news to British Columbia grow¬ 
ers who have suffered so much at the 
hands of middlemen in past years. 
On the sucess or failure of the crown’s 
case will largely depend the future of 
fruit growing in this province. Suc¬ 
cess will give new strength and hope 
to those who have been so seyerely 
abused; failure would make the status 
of the industry uncertain. Important 
as is the need of prosecuting the al¬ 
leged combine, it is of even greater 
importance that the government 
should pass legislation at the present 
session of the House to make it im¬ 
possible for any firm to act in the 
dual role of jobber and broker. 

The Supreme Court has decided 
that bootleggers' need not pay income 
tax; that the act does not apply tordis- 
honest gains. Illegitimate ventures 
escape while legitimate undertakings 
pay. Another example of how busi¬ 
ness is bearing the burden of taxation. 


MIND YOUR OWN BUSINESS 

Nobody likes to be told to mind his 
own business. Yet there was never 
a time when people needed to be told 
that more than now, because nTne out 
of every ten men and women are not 
minding their own business. They 
do not seem to know that public bus¬ 
iness is their business. Whose busi¬ 
ness is it that the country is spending 
far beyond its means and borrowing 
tens of millions every year to do it? 
Surely it is the business of those 
whose earnings pay the interest on the 
money borrowed; and that again 
means you. You are paying it every 
day in high rents and high prices. The 
credit of our Country and our City is 
not a thing apart from ourselves. 
They have credit only because they 
can pledge our property as security 
for the money they borrow, and tax 
our earnings to pay interest on it. If 
we had been minding our own busi¬ 
ness, the debts of the Dominion, the 
Province would not be so high. When 
we do not mind our business we al¬ 
ways suffer for it. 

‘TIN CAN TOURISTS” 

With “their household goods piled 
high on the little car, their children 
tucked in unbelievably small places, 
and the dog riding joyously on the 
running board,’’ innumerable penniless 
invaders are swarming into the Golden 
State of California. Their capital, we 
are told, “consists of a dirty dollar bill 
and a dirty shirt, and they have no 
intention of changing either.” To 
California’s dismay, "the light of con¬ 
quest shines in their eyes.’’ They 
"expect to pick golden oranges from 
convenient groves and to find the ac- j 
quisition of gold as easy.” 

General Ludendorff in his book of, 
the war on “Truth about Kitchener” 
says the Russians gave all informa¬ 
tion away to the Germans as to the 
ship he would leave England on and 
when. 

The next great war will be between 
man and insect life, is the opinion qf 
the Federal Minister of Agriculture, 
who asked for a grant of $376,000 to 
cover the cost of administration of the 
destructive insect and pest act and 1 
buildings. 

Elwood Haynes, who died the other 
day at his home in Kokomo, will be 
remembered as "the inventor, design¬ 
or and builder of America’s first me¬ 
chanically successful automobile,’’ and 
it .reminds us, it was on July 4, 1894. 
that he towed a queer-looking buggy 
without tongue or shafts out from his 
shop in the city to a country road and 
drove it back to the city without a 
horse, to the astonishment of the na¬ 
tives, at the speed of seven miles an 
ltour.” 

I Twelve hundred automobile manu¬ 
facturing concerns hare become ex- 
tWt during the past qi arter of a cen¬ 
tury, and a company in Detroit that 
makes a business of liquidating such 
failtires has MuL-ffilly nine hundred 
pass \hrough Jp^hands. Most of these 
cornpantea-were pioneers in the new 
mode of transportation which relegat¬ 
ed the horse and surrey to the discard' 
and they were the natural casualties 
which befall the development of any 
new industry. , , 

The progress made by Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and ^Alberta during the 
past twenty yeafs in the way of nat¬ 
ural resource development is outlined 
in an interesting manner in a recent 
publication “Natural Resources of the 
Prairie Provinces’’ issued under the 
direction of the Honourable Charles 
Stewart, Minister of the Interior. The 
data include'outstanding facts with re¬ 
gard to forest, mineral, water power, 
fishery and fur resources, presented 
in concise form, by means of a num¬ 
ber of maps and diagrams. The chap- 
| ter devoted to fur and game resources 
contains particulars regarding the op¬ 
en and closed seasons, while a synop¬ 
sis of the Dominion lands, grazing, ir¬ 
rigation, water power, mining and 
timber berth regulation has been in¬ 
cluded, for the convenience of those in¬ 
terested in such matters. The publi¬ 
cation will be found useful by the in¬ 
tending settler, the investor, prospec¬ 
tor, hunter, in fact anyone interested 
in Western Canada’s past development 
and present opportunities. A copy 
may be obtained free of charge by 
adults, upon application to the Nat¬ 
ural Resources Intelligence Service of 
the Department of the Interior, at 
Ottawa, 


Although Canadian farmers and 
the Canadian agricultural industry are 
now restrained by tariffs from secur¬ 
ing the benefits of the American mar¬ 
ket for their products, there are indi¬ 
cations that, with the continued 
growth of population in that country, 
this will not long be so. Economists 
foresee the time when the United 
States will, with a continuation of 
present trend of developments, cease 
to be a food exporting country and 
will require to import supplies to feed 
her people. In the Saturday Evening 
Post, Elmer T. Peterson presents this 
interesting forecast: 

In 1880 the population ,of r the United 
States was 60,165,783 artd 28.6 fT-r 
cent was urban. In 1910 pie popula¬ 
tion was 91,972,266, and 45.8 per cent, 
was urban. In 1920 the populaton was 
i 95,710,620 and 51.4 per cent, was ur¬ 
ban. 

According to a statement made by 
L. C Gray, economist in charge of the 
Division of Land Economics, United 
States Department of Agriculture, in 
1923 ,the population will be about 
150,000,000 in 1950. It is not likely, 
he says, we will expand our crop acre¬ 
age sufficiently to provide for such a 
large population without encroaching 
upon the 50,000,000 acres now em¬ 
ployed in producing for export. 

“It should be noted,’’ he said, “that 
for the past twenty years we have 
been reducing our crop and pasture 
acreage per capita. This reduction re¬ 
flects the fact that our area of virgin 
land available for the easy expansion 
of our agriculture has been exhaust¬ 
ed” 

Land is getting higher and higher 
priced. In 1880 the average value in 
land and buildings per acre of farm 
was $19.02. In 1910 it was $39.60 and 
in 1920 it was $69.38. 

As the population of the United 
States continues to grow and as farm 
values continue to advance, it seems 
enevitable that the American market 
must be opened to Canadian products 
as a solution of the problem of the 
cost of living for the fast increasing 
urban masses in that country. Cana¬ 
dian agriculture should then enter an 
era of marked prosperity. Naturally 
a market on this continent is economi¬ 
cally an attractive proposition for our 
exportable surplus as compared with 
Europe, in view of the high cost of 
transpor^tion. And not only that, 
but our costs of production in Canada 
should continue on a relatively attrac¬ 
tive basis even though land values do 
increase relatively in keeping with 
prices prevailing on the other side of 
the line. Increased immigration to 
take advantage of this prosperous ag¬ 
ricultural situation will be a logical 
development.

INTERESTING ITEMS 

A new oil refinery, the third to be 
established in Alberta, will be opened 
at Edmonton shortly by the Alberta 
Refineries, Ltd. 

According to word received in Ed¬ 
monton, a party of Idaho teachers 
plan to motor to Alberta during June, 
visiting Lethbridge, Calgary and Ed¬ 
monton, as well as other points in the 
West. - 

Southern Alberta farmers are going 
in for corn planting on a greater scale 
than ever this summer. Last year it 
was estimated that 67,000 acres were 
in com. Thp total will probably reach 
100,000 acres this year. Seed corn for 
27 plots is being sent out from Leth¬ 
bridge, and there is expected to be a 
splendid showing for the corn show 
which will be held in Lethbridge in 
November. 

Accord ing t o figu res published re¬ 
cently, nearly two million pounds of 
butter were exported from Vancouver 
during 1924. The bulk of it went to 
the Orient. The^figures were Japan 
538,328 lbs.; China 289,070 lbs.; Hong 
Kong 20,536 lbs.; Phiilippines 188,336 
lbs.; United Kingdom 767,872 lbs. 
The bulk of this butter came from Al¬ 
berta. Alberta’s total export of but¬ 
ter by all routes in 1924 was 4,100,000 
lbs. 

The annual convention of the Al¬ 
berta Women’s Institutes will be held 
at the University in Edmonton on 
May 26, 27, 28 and 29. Conference of 
the advisory board will be held Wed¬ 
nesday morning, May 26, and in the 
afternoon the advisory board will.meet 
the constituency convenors. Mrs. J. 
N. Beaubier of Champion, is President 
of the Convention. The program for 
the convention includes several prom¬ 
inent speakers. 

Attention of the Provincial Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture has been drawn 
to the fact that considerable wheat 
and oats in northern parts of Alber¬ 
ta are ■shewing poor germination. It 
is pointed oflt to farmers that no seed 
should be sown unless the germinating 
qualities are known. A pound sample 
of the seed should be sent to the Do¬ 
minion Seed Branch, Calgary, for a 
germination and purity test. The tes s 
costs only 50 cents per sample. 

In reducing the freight tariffs orl 
livestock to Tacoma, Seattle, Spokane, 
and other U. S. pacific points, the C. 
P. R. made a move in the right direc¬ 
tion which act must be appreciated by 
farmers and live stock dealers gener¬ 
ally. The markets at Seattle, Tacoma 
and Portland have come to be import¬ 
ant markets for our hogs and cattle. 
They are competitive markets, and 
they are in the United States, where 
most of our livestock has been shut 
out by prohibitive tariffs. Every car 
of stock sold in those markets serves 
to relieve other available markets 
from being glutted. No market is so 
insignificant these days that special 
efforts should not be made to get and 
hold it, 


NEWS OF THE POOL 

As the time approaches for the drive 
for memberships for the new provin¬ 
cial dairy, livestock and poultry pools, 
which is to be held Jun’e 8th to 28th., 
the organization, work is speeding up, 
and the various factors for the drive 
brought into co-ordination. Large 
posters, advertising the drive ami the 
benefits of co-operative marketing, are 
now being circulated throughout the 
province, and it is the intention to 
have the postils placed in all con¬ 
spicuous places. The advertising cam¬ 
paign throughout the rural press has 
commenced, and has stimulated inter¬ 
est in the campaign. There will be 
over 500 meetings held throughout the 
province in connection with the drive 
for memberships. The organization 
of these meetings is now under way, 
and they- will start June 8th,■ simul¬ 
taneously with the drive, it is hoped 
to have several important outside 
speakers for the meetings, as well as 
local speakers. Suppolt for the new 
pools is coming from all quarters, The 
directors of the wheat pool have ten¬ 
dered their wholehearted support and 
have designated W. H. Boyle, their Ed¬ 
monton representative to assist the 
organization committee of the pools 
in whatever way possible. 

So keen is the interest in the organ¬ 
ization of these new pools, that other 
provinces are seeking information. 
The livestock pool committee of Sas¬ 
katchewan will pay a visit to the prov¬ 
ince on .June 1st, for the purpose of 
making a survey of the situation here 
with respect to co-operative market¬ 
ing, and will have a conference with 
the directors of the pools on that date. 


REDUCERATES 

The Canadian Pacific Railway an¬ 
nounces a readjustment in the freight 
rate on double deck hog shipments to 
Tacoma, Seattle and Portland. The 
new rate is $204, as against the rate 
of $246 objected to as strenuously by 
shippers and public bodies. The new 
ra^e goes into effect June 15. Tire new 
rate pleases livestock men, who state 
that it means the early reopening of 
the west cog-st market for Southern 
Alberta -hogs. “The C.P.R. has- dealt 
very fairly with this matter. The rate 
has been equalized and that is all the 
producers and shippers could ask for% 
The rate is a good one and will mean 
that we will be able to again put our 
finished hogs into the west coast cities 
a market we have found to be slightly 
higher than the Canadian markets,” 
one shipper stated. In connection with 
the appeal made to the C.P.R. against 
the $246 per car rate on hogs, which 
paralized the trade with the coast, .the 
shippers, Board of Trade and other 
organizations took up the matter in a 
vigorous way. The government was 
appealed to, also L. H. Jelliff, M.P., 
who personally pressed for an adjust¬ 
ment with the freight officials of the 
C.P.R. at Montreal. Advices received 
brought jubilation in the livestock cir¬ 
cles for it means another market for 
the surplus livestock of this section of 
the country and a decided stimulus to 
the stockyard industry here. The coast 
buyers are expected back as soon as 
the new rate goes into effect.

DEDICATED HALL 

Opening of Brant Community Hall on 
Friday Evening Last, was Attended 
by a Throng of People. Enjoyable 
Event. 

The opening ceremony of the Brant 
I Community Hall on Friday evening 
last was an event of unusual interest, 
the success of which goes to show the 
value of co-operation. When the 
community hall was first mooted 
among a few of the citizens of town 
and district, doubt existed as to wis¬ 
dom of going on with such an ambi¬ 
tious scheme, but with an energetic 
committee composed of several men 
of the village and district ,it was found 
the people would back the proposition 
enthusiastically.

There is a full basement, 
where seating capacity for 80 people 
at one" sitting has been arranged. Here 
is to be found a complete equipment 
of ranges, etc., for the giving of din¬ 
ners and banquets and on this occas¬ 
ion, the culinary department was tax¬ 
ed to the utmost. Mr. Archie Wilson 
the contractor, is deserving of praise 
for the substanial building he has 
erected. The interior and exterior of 
the building shows excellent care in 
workmanship and design and is a cred¬ 
it to the builder and those who made 
it possible to erect the building.

Feeders, Stockers—Offerings of light 
feeders are practically nil, but they 
would ell around $5; stock steers $3 
@$4.75; stock heifers $2@$3; stock 
cows $2.25@$3. 

Hogs—Prices on the Calgary mark¬ 
et have advanced $1 per ewt. since last 
Thursday and Wednesday’s quotations 
were $11.50; 10 per cent premium for 
bacon. 

Sheep—Marketing at Calgary and 
Edmonton light, but the latter yards 
handled mure than they have for a 
few weeks; lambs are selling around 
$13, wethers $11. and ewes $9. Lamb¬ 
ing season well under Way in most dis¬ 
tricts. 

Grain—Values still moving higher, 
caused by reports of winter crop 
yield being under that of last year. 
Seeding in every district well under 
way, while a few of the large growers 
have finished anil put in big crops. 
Oil excitement lias taken the place 
that grain held earlier in the year. 

Edmonton creameries have settled 
their difficulties, and are paying pri¬ 
ces same as rest of the province. 'Re¬ 
ceipts picking up, especially along the 
C.N.R. line to the northeast; some 
think south is best but noith shipped 
most, is the opinion of the majority. 
Creamery Butter—Prices are unchang¬ 
ed but the increase in production val¬ 
ues might drop; two or three cars 
shipped from here to the const every 
week, while,Saskatchewan send.- one 
or two a week, country creameries are 
expected to have large make. Cheese 
—Plants in Alberta are all making, 
and are now able to handle demand 
without importing. 

Eggs—Trading is reported ns quiet, 
with the receipts not as heavy as they 
have been; nearly all the eggs mark¬ 
eted are going into storage, which 
means that next fall prices may "be 
high. People not consuming as many 
as in previous years; large supply' in 
the east arid United States. Poultry 
—Market dull with only a few fat 
hens and staggy roosters being offered 
dealers are looking for broilers, but 
they are hard to get and prices high. 

Hay—Good demand for green feed 
and oats, but both are hard to obtain; 
supply of hay in country gradually 
getting smaller; farmers too busy put¬ 
ting in crops to be bothered with load¬ 
ing hay, so some dealers arc paying 
a premium above prices quoted to man 
who will take time to load his hay 
ready for shipping. Receipts all with¬ 
in a radius of _15 to 20 miles of Cal¬ 
gary. No leports received on Edmon¬ 
ton prices, but believed to be on same 
basis as last week. 

Potatoes-—Demand for seed supply 
has quieted down, and dealers think 
that business will be somewhat slow 
until new crop arrives; eastern spuds 
still coming on to the market, but pri¬ 
ces are not as firm As they weie, 
housewives complaining of color after 
they have bdeh cooked. Local prices

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since last report. Moisture conditions 
continue satisfactory, however, there 
being sufficient in the soil to give 
good germination. Pasture is improv¬ 
ing rapidly, and stock is picking up in 
condition. A good deal of water is 
still lying in the low places in nearly 
every district in the province. Sloughs 
which have been dry for some years 
ftast are well filled. In the southern 
districts there has been a very large 
increase in the area given over to 
sweet clover, corn and alfalfa. In the 
Lethbridge district, planting of sugar 
beets is about completed. Percentage 
of winter killed winter wheat and rye 
is small. No serious outbieak of 
grasshoppers is anticipated this seas¬ 
on. Farmers, however, are urged to 
keep a sharp look-out fqr any out¬ 
breaks' that may occur and report 
same to the Department at Edmon¬ 
ton at once.

CROP REPORT 1 

Issued by Department of Agriculture, 
Alberta Government, 


Seeding of wheat is practically com¬ 
pleted throughout the province at this 
date, save in the territory immediately 
tributary to Edmonton, which appears 
to be somewhat later, and where from 
50 to 75 per cent, of the wheat is in 
the ground. A fjew days more~of the 
| present favorable weather will see the 
completion of wheat seeding in this 
district. Reports received indicate 
lhat the increase in wheat acreage ov¬ 
er the province will probably be 10 
per cent. Delay in spring operations 
due to backward weather in the more 
central and northern districts has led 
to considerable area of wheat being 
seeded on stubble, a larger area than 
usual being put in this way. Seeding 
of the coarse grains is well under way 
with from 30 to 50 per cent, complet¬ 
ed. The weather generally speaking 
during the past fortnight has been 
cool and backward, with frosts in cer¬ 
tain localities and growth consequent¬ 
ly has been slow. In some of the 
southern districts early 1 sown wheat is 
up from two to four inches. Warmer 
weather has prevailed during the past 
few days, but there has been no pre¬ 
cipitation to speak of in any locality, 


TUBERCULOSIS 

- I 

One of the most important stops yr t 
taken in the study of bovine tubercu¬ 
losis, was announced during^ the past | 
week, by Dr. H. M. Tory, Chairman of j 
the Research Council for Canada, in 
the appointment of a special commit¬ 
tee to conduct research work in tuber¬ 
culosis as it affects cattle. This an¬ 
nouncement will he most gratifying to 
the people of Alberta, since it fore¬ 
casts dominion-wide action along the 
linns on which the Alberta Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture and Alberta Uni¬ 
versity authorities have been working 
for some months. In August, 1921, 
Hon. Geo. Headley with the support of 
Dr. 1 ory, named a research committee 
for the'purpose of studying the mat¬ 
ter of tuberculosis in cattle ami its 
transmission to human beings. This 
committee'’included prominent medi¬ 
cal men of the province and the pro¬ 
vincial veterinarian. This committee 
has already done considerable work 
at the provincial institute at Ponoka. 
Still later, the provincial department 
secured from Fiance samples of the 
Calmette culture which has been used 
with such gratifying success in the | 
inoculation of herds in the Old Coun¬ 
try. This culture is now being devel¬ 
oped at the University of Alberta and 
experiments are already under way 
with two of the provincial government 
herds and will be undertaken with a 
large number of cattle on other farms. 
The department and university au¬ 
thorities are also conducting experi¬ 
ments with Dr. Nathan Raw’s vac¬ 
cine on two more of the government 
herds.
